Eight children were rescued from the rocky canyon 
gorge of the Little Santa Anita, Sunday afternoon by 
members of the Sierra Madre Serach and Rescue Team, 
Police Departhient and Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs. 

The first alarm came 
when Robert Naramore a 
Pasadena hiker reported to 
Officer Douglas Tucker that 
a young girl had fallen 
down a slide near the 
stream and' lay injured in 
the canyon. Tucker imme¬ 
diately called the Uc.scuc 
Team but had difficut.’y as 
Fred La Lone and Miner 
Harkness were at a lescue 
meeting in San Dimas. He 
located Raymond Loronzini 
and leaving him in charge 
of contacting the men Tuck¬ 
er wont on ahea 1. He feared 
for the girl’s safety, 'rucker 
found Deanne Arneand, 8, of 
54 N. Lima, Sierra Madre 
who had been hiking wi<h 
her sister Darnell 10. She 
was not badly hurt and ab.ie 
to walk and Tucker brought' 
her safely from the moun¬ 
tain. 

Meanwhile the members 
of the Sierra Madre Seatch 
and Rescue I'eam had ar 
rived and wore strear.dng 
up the canyon.

A Curious Element 


There is one curious element in the new post office 
rate structure that went into effect January 7. The cost 
of almost all mailings went up, A penny was added to 
the postage on regular and airmail letters, along with 
postal cards. 

The charges for carrying newspapers and magazines, 
advertising circulars, and books and other material classi¬ 
fied as educational, rose also, and are scheduled to rise 
again in most of these categories. 

Air parcel post rates were boosted by a flat charge 
of eight cents a package. 

But — and here is the curious element — other parcel 
post charges were not changed. And parcel post — which 
has no “educational’ character, which is the newest of all 
post office services, and which is a direct competitor with 
private parcel and express carriers — has operated at sub¬ 
stantial deficits. 

This is a matter of importance to the taxpayers, who 
had to chip in to make up an over-all post office deficit 
of $875 million last year. And the new rates on other 
matter will not go very far In offsetting that deficit. Post 
office revenues are expected to rise by a little under $438 
million. But, over a two-year period, scheduled pay in¬ 
creases for employees will take care of most of that — 
$380 million annually.

Now to the advantages of 
the newspaper method: in 
1962 the Evening Outlook 
pioneered with publication 
of all Santa Monica assess¬ 
ments, as a public service. 
On this basis the newspaper 
method would result in the 
lowest number of petitions 
and almost no inquiries. If 
the community newspaper 
shows — without an incon¬ 
venient trip downtown — 
that neighboring properties 
are treated no differently, 
one needs no inquiries and 
is less petition-prone. 

Furthermore, the publica¬ 
tion method would restore 
some of the lost faith in the 
fairness of our assessing 
procedure. For the first time 
an assessor would hide 
nothing and have nothing to 
hide. 

The newspaper issue with 
the full publication would, 
xio doubt, be saved by many 
taxpayers for reference. It 
would also remain available 
at the local banks, cham¬ 
bers of commerce, etc. 

Later on only the changes 
would be published. One 
could then compare listing 
from the most recent to the 
first
